Money is another thing. His Mama gives him a weekly allowance, of course, 
but it just burns a hole in those jean pockets of his. Now, since Johnny’s 
obsessed with impressing the opposite sex, you’d think that he’d be itching for 
his own apartment. Well, the thing is, he’s just too lazy to move out of his 
Mama’s house! And as far as getting a job? Why, that would be work! 
Working would eat up 8 hours of leisure time each day! So naturally, it’s out 


of the question. 


As noted earlier, Johnny’s motivations can almost always somehow be traced 


back to that one --for him-- unattainable goal: the female. 


Of course, being a ladies man is certainly not the only thing that makes 
Johnny tick. He fancies himself to be the strongest, bravest, coolest, 
chivalrous, most capable guy on the planet. For example, he is the only man 
to have ever earned his black belt in every form of martial art known to man 


- or so he claims. 


Johnny is also big on family - he’ll do anything for his Mama. For someone 
as vain as he is, it’s suprising to most people how loyal Johnny is. . . but that’s 
part of his macho honor. But remember, he’s still egocentric and lazy, so it 
does takes a lot to get Johnny to do anything that doesn’t benefit him. For 
instance, it takes a lot of guilt from Mama to get Johnny to do anything 
around the house. Yet despite this resistance, he will still come through for 


her. Even though it tends to take the focus off himself, Johnny has priorities. 


Johnny’s charm stems from his childlike enthusiasm and innocence. He’s 
also very naive. For example, when a power failure occurs in the episode, 
“The Day The Earth Didn’t Move Around Very Much,” Johnny assumes that 
time has frozen for everybody but him -- sending him running through Aron 
City on a self-absorbed rampage. It doesn’t take much to throw Johnny off 


track.

in our own world. It’s just something they take for granted. 
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Surrealism is permitted. Last season’s lesson seems to be that “heavier” 
fantasy elements like supervillains do not fit in with the show’s voice, while 
“lighter” fantasy themes which are more nuisance-like and less threatening 
tend to be more acceptable. In other words, Johnny would never be called 
upon to “save the world” except perhaps in the rare occasion of an all-out 
parody (and parodies, if they are done, must only be “all-out”, with the 
express understanding that the rules of the Johnny Bravo universe can be 
suspended for such a one-episode basis. Take for example. “The Zone Where 
Normal Things Don’t Happen Very Often” where things occur that normally 
wouldn’t otherwise occur. This is a cartoon, so we want to keep ourselves 
open to stories which can take advantage of the medium. Remember, 
however, that parody aside, the established character rules always, always 
apply. And this will serve as a barometer to tell us if a story is wrong for the 
show. Does Johnny drive the story? Is it a Johnny story, or could it apply to 
just any character? And can Johnny’s actions within the story be traced back 
to his established base motives (getting chicks, looking good, protecting his 


Mama from weird guys)? With these questions answered for each episode, 


we should have a very consistent crop of stories. 
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SETTINGS 


Of course, Johnny can leave Aron City as needed for specific stories, and visit 
other locales (Hawaii, Canada, Paris, whatever's called for) but all the cartoon 
rules of Aron City STILL APPLY everywhere else in the world. That 
established, here are some key Aron City settings frequented by our 
lunkheaded hero: 


Mama’s house - Home to Johnny, even though it’s probably time he moved 
out. With the exception of Johnny’s room, Mama’s house reflects her 


personality: loud and tacky. 


The Soda Shoppe - a perennial fave of Johnny’s, and a great place to pick up 
chicks. 


The Gym - where else can you find so many flawless bods? 


Aron City Mall - it’s got it all, including crowds of eligible young women 


attracting lots of stares from those trademark Bravo shades.

LAWN CHORE 


Mama tells Johnny to mow the lawn. That’s a chore! And you know how 
Johnny feels about chores. Suddenly, our man with no name pulls up riding 
the "Mow Job 2000," a voice-activated, multi-tooled "lawn maintenance 
machine" that will cut Johnny's lawn- mowing time by at least 5%: you just 
tell the machine what to do and it does it! But the salesman warns Johnny, 
“Don't turn the voice recognition receiver to full volume or it'll pick up any 
conversation as an order.” Johnny, however, cranks it full blast so he can lie 
in the hammock and tell the thing what to do. Of course, it immediately 
picks up conversations from all around: A film director-type shooting a 
movie nearby screams to his producer, "If you don't like the house, cut it out 
of the picture!" ...whereupon the machine responds “Voice command 
accepted”, and destroys the aforementioned house. Johnny spots a beautiful 
woman passing by, and says to her, “Hey, hot mama! Why don’t we go down 
to the soda shop, and you can feed me the biggest ice cream sundae in the 
world!” The machine overhears, responds, and hauls Johnny down to the 
soda shoppe, where it stuffs him full of ice cream to the point of nausea. All 


sorts of this type of chaos continues to ensue! 


BACK FROM THE FUTURE 


Johnny angers a female bus driver who threatens to knock him into next 
week. When he ignores her threat, the woman belts Johnny so hard he lands 
smack dab in the middle of a science fiction convention, and assumes she 
must have knocked him into the next millennium. Johnny impresses the 
sci-fi nerds with his amazing knowledge of his "present." (Who was 
President in 1996? "Bill Clinton" they gasp in awe.) And the tiny sci-fi nerds 
attempt to build him a machine to send him back to his past. It explodes, 
sending Johnny landing smack dab in the middle of a renaissance fair, where 


the whole thing starts all over again! 
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THE GREAT ARON CITY LAND SWAP 


A celebrity wants to buy Aron City, and turn the entire place into a town that 
glorifies his or her celebrity existence. Following the celebrity around, hoping 
to make a commission off the sale, is Holly O' Hair. Two things about this 
miff Johnny: One: if anybody in Aron City is gonna get glorified, it's him! 
And Two: if the celebrity renames the streets, Johnny's gonna have to re- 
learn everything (“I'm at the corner of 5th and Main! No, I forgot, it's the 
corner of Henry Winkler Street and Henry Winkler Blvd.”) At first, the 
residents of Aron City are thrilled that their town's going to be bought by a 
star... but Johnny overhears Holly and the celebrity's conversations and -- in 
a classic movie-style telephone scene -- misinterprets and misreads the 
celebrity’s intentions. By the time the celebrity is about to cut million dollar 
checks to everyone of the townsfolk, Johnny has turned the crowd into an 
angry mob. The celebrity gets run outta town, and decides instead to buy 
another town with smarter people. Of course, everyone realizes afterwards 


that Johnny’s messed things up for them, and the mob turns on him! 
LOST IN DANDY FOREST 


Jim Dandy is sprucing up the house -- building a second roof for Mama - 
when it's time for him to go home. "I'm going to take the bus!" he chirps. 
"It's clean, efficient. transportation!" Mama, of course, will have no such 
thing, and demands Johnny drive Jim home. Johnny misses the Onramp, and 
decides to take a short cut... when the car blows a tire. They get stuck in a 
forest, and have to live off the land until someone comes for them. Needless 
to say, Johnny’s “roughing it” skills are pretty lame. And even though Jim 
tries to make everything seem brighter, he just keeps making things worse for 
Johnny! Jim plays his guitar to pass the time, and animals come out from all 


over to sing along. "Look Johnny,” he smiles. "Nature is my chorus!" 


When Johnny tries to wrest the guitar from Jim, the happy animals become 
not so happy. Eventually, Mama finds them: they were, after all, in a quarter 
mile long block of city park. By then, Johnny’s in lousy shape, and Mama 
takes him home to bandage all his squirrel-bites. Luckily, however, Jim offers 


to be Johnny’s live-in nurse for The duration of his recovery! 
MILD COUNTRY SAFARI 


It's tour day for the Buttercups as Suzy and two of her friends are set to visit a 
Wild Animal Park. But Miss Babe, the scout leader, convinces Johnny to go 
with her... and then immediately finds something else to do, stranding 
Johnny with the kids! Immediately, Johnny finds himself having to fend off a 
slew of animals to protect the kids. But these aren’t everyday animals. These 
are Bravo animals, and they’ve got wise guy mouths and bad attitudes (e.g.: 
when the lions attack, Johnny and the kids hide in the safari jeep. The lions 
try to rip off the top, talking about “creamy rich people filling” like they were 
on a commercial). As it is, Johnny ends up having to commit to a boxing 
match with their leader, a tough gorilla named Justin. Things look grim for 

_ Johnny, until the kids offer a suggestion: Johnny should duck every punch 
and let the soft, firm mass of his hair absorb the blows. As it is, the gorilla 
winds up becoming so tired that Johnny can take him out with minimal 


effort! And he and the kids are free to go! 
LORD OF THE FLIES 


Johnny's visiting Miss Babe again -- this time at the classroom, when she 
asks if Johnny would mind watching the kids with her. Johnny agrees ..and 
she immediately looks at her watch: "Whooo! I'm late for my salon 
appointment! You're the substitute! Be back in a jiffy!” She exits swiftly. As 
soon as the door closes, the class turns into a loin-cloth wearing, spear - 


brandishing pack of savages. Jungle drums beat in the background, 
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seemingly out of nowhere. "You've got ten seconds, Mister Bravo, " one of 
the kids says. Johnny laughs: “Or what?” Spears immediately trace his 
outline against the blackboard, and the hunt begins. Throughout the day, the 
kids are trying to "trap" Johnny -- while every other class continues 
normally. And what's worse, every time Johnny tries to get help, the other 
teachers laugh and treat it like it's the most normal thing in the world. 
Eventually, the kids pin Johnny just in time for the door to open and Miss 
Babe's return. The kids immediately take their seats, back in normal clothes, 
with cheesy fake smiles on their faces.

You can be 
my substitute for the whole time I'm in Europe! Bye bye!" She shuts the 


door, the drums start again... and we iris out. 
SURVIVALIST TRAINING WI TH HOLLY 


Holly and Johnny go on a "date," of sorts... only for Johnny to find out it's a 
weekend of survivalist training in the mountains. There, they meet up with 
another crazed survivalist couple, who are planning for the imminent 
destruction of the world. "Glad to have ya here, but if you touch my canned 
hams, I'll skin ya alive!" Bravo wants to relax with Holly, but with her "work 
hard / play hard" attitude, she has a different plan in mind. "You can rest 
when you're dead, Bravo." It's a weekend of hiking, mountain climbing, and 
post-apocalyptic militia boot camp -- the whole time trying to avoid the other 
couple, who are convinced that Bravo and Holly, because they're in such 
good shape and are “lean in fat”, would make excellent provisions should the 


world end this weekend. 
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MAYOR FOR A DAY 


Johnny wins a "Mayor for a day" contest, and gets a singing lesson 

in government from our friend, the Sensitive Male. As usual, 
everything the guy tries to teach Johnny, Johnny learns incorrectly. 
Worse, Johnny makes a terrible politician because he's way too stupid 


to lie. As the lessons backfire, chaos ensues. 
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
